A Sober Man Assaults an Officer. Long 


and Fierce Figlit. Arraigned in 


Court and 
Found Guilty. 


Enemies of Peace. 


One of the most aggravated assaults on 


an officer that has happened in some time 
was exposed this morning in court.x It 
seems that when Officer Jones was in the 
proximity of Whalen's saloon last night 
he heard noises over about the West Main 
street bridge. He went over ttere to inves- 
tigate and found William Dempsey of 
Braytonville drunk and making loud out- 
cries. The officer ordered Dempsey to go 
home and stop making such noise. Demp- 
sey responded with caths and insulting 
remarks and showed ro sign of obeying 
the command. The officer placed him 
under surest and started to the lookup 
with him. Deinpscy WAS accompanied by 
Thomas MeWaters, who, the officer testi- 
fied, jumped upon his back the moment 
he started away with Dempsey and began 
lighting fiercely. The officer pushed the 
man oft'from him and warned him not to 
try such methods again or he would get 
hurt. He came back again and proceed- 
ed to do the officer up 83 fast he could 
with some resistance from the prisoner. 
MeWaters was perfectly sober. Oillcer 
Jones drew his club to defend himself and 
found it necee&ary to use it quite freely on 
MeWaters. A slight blow at first seemed 
only to further arouse the man fighting 
desires and the easa =oon became serious 
for the officer. McWaters being sober 
but extremely vicious and Dempsey not 
under the influence of liquor far enough 
to be anything like helplesstheollicerbad 
his hands full. 
lie field to h:a man 


and fought his assailant courageously. 
The club descended more than once on 
MeWaters, as was shown by his face and 
head this morning and by the fact that 
the club itself needs repairs. 


As the men fouglit the crowd gathered, 


bnt there was not one to help the officer 
and to the paili.il credit of th<= crovrd it 
can be said no one interfered. The noises 
and commotion in the direction of West 
Main street attracted the attention of 
Officer Mack and he hurried to the rescue. 
He relieved Jones of his prisoner and the 
two west end men seemed to get renewed 
strength. MeWaters fought fiercer than 
ever, and Dempsey being transferred to 
Mack, transferred his attentions to that 
officer. The fight was something like a 
retreat under ilte to the police station, 
and the asEa.ling forces kept up the at- 
tack unremittingly. The crowd kept in- 
creasing and the danger to the officers in- 
creased with it, for there is seldom a 
gathering o£ such proportions that as- 
sembles at such an hour butcontainssome 
inflammable minds. The officers did what 
they could to tike t^o'r men to the sta- 
tion house without punishing them and 
there were two of the 
best wrest- 


ling matches ever seen on West Main 
street. 
When it was man to man 


the club idea was given up and rough and 
tuinblo reigned. The rstreat to the station 
house was slow and no / dcubt painful. 
News of the row got there long before the 
combatants did and reinforcements set 
out. The relief squad was Officers Dan- 
iels and Thrall. When they airived Jones 
and Mack were down on the street ..ear 
Cavanough's block and each one had his 
man under him. They assisted their 
b.elhorn in blue and the retreat became 
something like a march' But the prison- 
era were not overawed by numbers nor 
subdued by any exhibition of power that 
taey had previously seen. They kept up 
the fight until they were placed where 
iron bars and brick walls were their only 
opposing elements. Officer Jones' clothes 
wei e kidly torn and the clothing of Officer 
Mack will need the tailor's attention too. 


The tuomen made a sorry sight in 


court this morning. MeWaters, the one 
who was sober and jumped upon the offi- 
cer's baclr, had a veiy sore looking face. 
When he spoke he used only the muscles 
oi' one bide of it; t Lo other side showed 
evidence of severe concussion. There was 
some laceration as well as contusion. The 
men were quiet in demeanor, but when 
they spoke they showed there was a lin- 
gciing detire for fight. They were both 
accused of disturbing the peace and as- 
saulting un officer. 
Dempsey in addition 


was accused of drunkenness. The only 
witnesses called were Officers Jones and 
Daniels. From their testimony this story 
of the row was gathered. The defendants 
asked several irrelevant quettions, but 
would not take the stand. 
They were 


fined $5 and sentenced to sixty days in 
jaiL 


This case and several others that have 


come up recently show how very much 
needed was that additional officer on 
West Main street. Men without regard 
to any rule of conduct other than that 
prescribed by their own befuddled minds 
'inger along the street near midnight and 
make it dangerous for residents as well as 
those who have been legitimately de- 
tamed out late. These fellows, who have 
had that street their walk in the past, 
naturally are enemies to the police whose 
duty it is to restrict what they have here- 
tofore considered their privilege. Since 
the officer was detailed to parade West 
Main street suet loiterers have resented 
all efforts to maintain the peace and have 
been highly insulting. 
Assaults have 


been attempted at times and the police 
are determined to put an end to such 
things, a determination the people will 
uphold toiem in. Several broken heads 
will cause other heads to be reasonable. 


Fitchburfl Train Kills Another, 


The east-bound express on the Fitch- 


burg road, duo to leave Shelburne Falls 
at 4.53 yesterday afternoon, struck and 
killed a man about two miles east of Shel- 
burne Falls. He was walking' on the 
track and stepped from one track to get 
out of the way of a freight train, and 
stepped directly in front of the express. 
The engineer blew the whistle and re- 
versed the engine, but too late. The body 
was taken to Shelburne Falls. The man 
was middle-aged, 51 feet tall and weighed 
about 175 pounds' He had a sandy com- 
plexion, with a brown mustache over a 
short upper lip, and wore dark, striped 
trousers and a brown coat. There was 
nothing about bis person whereby he 
night be identified.

ANNUAL MEETING OF SOCIETY BEING 


HELD AT SUSAN B. ANTHONY'S 


BIRTHPLACE. 


Prominent Man of the County Talk About 


Elder John Leland. 


The Berkshire Historical society are 


holding their annual outing today at the 
birthplace of Susan B. Anthony in Ad- 
ams. 


This meeting is held there to commem- 


orate Elder Leland and the early Quaker 
settlement, and to emphasize the impor- 
tance of, and distinction between the ef- 
fect of the life of the individual and the 
life of this Quaker settlement upon the 
community. 


Beneath the shading trees in the 


front of tha old 
homestead a plat- 


form 
was built and seats were laid. 


People from Adams, Pittsfteled, Williams- 
town and from other towns in and out of 
the county were present. 
Dinner was 


served at noon and seemed like an old time 
picnic. Promptly after the spread speak- 
inirbegan. 


At 1 o'clock Prof. Perry of Williams 


college, the president of the society, gave 
the address of welcome. C. L. Anthony 
spoke of "The Quaker Settlement," atid 
others bpoke on the same subject. Jarncs 
Ferguson Aliny of Salem presented the 
society with a picture of Elder Lolniid, 
vhose life effected much the healthy 
growth of these Berkshire towns. Rev. 
Mr. Whipple oi'FittsSeld, in behalf of the 
society, accepted the picture. 
Later 


Judge Barker of Plttsfield spoke and 
H.irry Bowen gave the history of the 
Bo wen family. Dr. John Basconi of Wil- 
liams college told of the life of Elder Le- 
lc nd, the tliect of that life upon the com- 
munity and the effect of the Quaker 
settlement, showing the distinction exist- 
ing between the two. 


The day was a perfect one for the hold- 


ing of such a meeting and there was in- 
spiration in the subjects ind surround- 
ings. There was but nue regret and that 
was that the kindly face of Susan B. An- 
thony diil not beam upon f>e assembly, 
lighted up with the joy Chat arises from a 
visit to one'i birthplace and being among 
appreciative friends. 


AN OLD BLACKSMITH. 


Fifty-four Years at the Trade and Forty- 


eight in the Same Shop. 


There are few blacksmiths in this part 


of the country or anywhere else who have 
stood at the anvil as long as has Edward 
J. Witherell, whose shop is in Willow 
Dell. He began working at the 
trade 


when eighteen years old and has stud to 
it steadily for fifty-four years, having been 
located in his present shop since 1847' 


Mr.Witherell lias a most excellent mem- 


ory and he readily recalls many interest- 
ing facts both in connection with his own 
career and concerning the town. 
His 


father, Orrin Witherell, was a blacksmith 
and had a shop on River street a little be- 
low Whitney's store. This shop was burn- 
ed down a. tew years after it was built, 
and Mr. Witlierell then bought of Br. 
Isaac Hodges the land where the present 
shop stands and he and his son buili the 
shop and resumed the business. At that 
time there was not a house in Willow Dell 
and very few in that part of the town. 
Father and son continued together till 
1802, when the father died on his sixty- 
eighth birthday, and from that time the 
business has been carried on by its present 
owner. 


In the old days the shoeing of oxen was 


an important pait of the the business and 
they frequently shod as many as a 100 
pairs in a year, but Mr. Witherell says he 
now gets hardly one yoke a year to shoe. 
The old frame for slinging up the cattle 
still stands in the shop, but the owner 
says he shall take it out and abandon 
what little business there may be left in 
the line of ox shoeing. Speaking of this 
branch of of the business reminded Mr. 
Witherell of a good run of work ia that 
line which he had the year the epizootic 
swept over the 
country and disabled 


holies to an extent that seriously inter- 
fered with business. The Shanleys were 
prosecuting their Hooeac tunnel contract 
at the time and they could not stop work, 
the Jgli all their horses shared the com- 
mon fate and were laid up for several 
weeks by the disease. So they bought a 
lot of oxen to temporarily take the place 
of horses and Mr. WUfherell had the shoe- 
ing to do. One day five yokes of cattle 
were shod in the shop, the price being 
$5 per yoke. 


Mr. Witherell says that man" ^ars ago 


there was a brokyard in Willow Uell, and 
near where O. 8. Miner's wagon shop now 
is waa a little shanty in which a-i old man 
named Haynes made soap. One any the 
bank from which sand was obtained at 
the brickyard caved in and killed Ira Lee, 
who was engaged in getting out sand. 
Afterwards the old soap maker, who had 
a poetical turn of mind, erected on the 
spot a stake with a board nailed across 
the top of it, and on the board he wrote 
these lines. 


On this spot death did appear. 
One Ira Lee waa smothered here; 
"When to heaven God called his soul, 
Life no longer could control. 


This town has greatly changed since 


Mr. Witherell first began blaeksmithing, 
but through all the changes he has stood 
steadily at his anvil, and he says he has 
not lost over six months time in the fifty- 
four years he has worked at the business. 
He is now 72 years old, although he would 
easily pass for twelve years younger, and 
is still active, though not working any- 
thing like so hard as he used to do.

SUMMER VACATIONS. 


Now is the season for the annual dis- 


cussion of summer vacations, are they in- 
dispensable, how shall they be spent, etc 
etc. Every one has his particular hobby 
in this matter, and prob.ibly no one can 
advise well for any one but himself. Bat 
yet every one does advice for every one 
else, and the advice is pi obably pleasing 
to th^i volunteer giver of it and harmless 
generally to the recipient. 


But some general principles, so well es- 


tablished, that they might be written in 
the constitution and bj-lawa of every 
summer vacationist, will liear repeating. 


There are some people need no summer 


vacation because they vacate most of the 
year anyway. There are the chronically 
idle and lazy. There is another class who 
need no summer vacation. It is made up 
of those who are lymphatic, with nerves 
in good order an d not tyrannizing over 
mind and body, with good digestion wait- 
ing always obedient on appetite, to whom 
work is a normal condition. They never 
rush or permit themselves to be rushed. 
Methodically and patiently they perform 
their daily labor, trusting much to Provi- 
dence and good digestion. If these peo- 
ple take a vacation they come back to 
their work with leas ii clination to re- 
enter on it. than when they dropped it. 
They find it hard to get back into the 
harness again. It galls in spots before 
they again get wonted. These people 
should "plug" right alcng without any 
vacation. 


But there is another class, made up of 


men and women of high mettle, bundles 
of nerves, with minds abuormally active. 
They are always rushed and rushing. The 
impulse to do something is ever on them. 
They have no cut-off valves to their 
energy. There is the business man who 
pursues business waking and sleeping, 
Sunday as well as week day, and never 
sees the time he can stop. To all these 
there must come eifl*er a period of rest 
and quiet or of breakdown. The nerves 
will give way to prostration. This class 
should put for the seashore or the woods 
or the farm once at least every year. But 
they are just the ones who won't do it. 


As to how and where the vacation 


should be spent is a cor sideration to be 
left with just two guiding principles,— 
that of complete change and the peculiar 
tastes and desires of the individual. If 
his work has been in the close office or 
store then the boundless sweep of ocean 
or wide fields should be the place of vaca- 
tion. If columns of figures or endless in- 
voices have been the daily mental food of 
some man, that man should stop long 
enough to enjoy a good book in a comfort- 
able hammock in the country. And per- 
haps for all the advice of Chauncey De- 
pew, if not financially impracticable, is 
the best: "Go across once a year." 


THE MAGIC OF ELECTRICITY. 


The wonders of electricity is an old 


theme. But like a good story it bears 
much repeating. The commercial import- 
ance of this unknown force is what now 
attracts attention perhaps even more than 
the ingenious devices made to harness it. 


ID the current number of the Annals of 


the American Academy, attention is called 
to the immense increase of electric rail- 
ways in Massachusetts. 
In 1888 there 


were 534 miles of tramway with horses, 
while none were operated by electricity. 
At the end of last year the tramways 
operated by horses had gone dow.n to 104, 
and 825 miles of electric tramway had 
been developed. 
The economy of the 


change is shown in the fadt that while in 
1885 the percentage of operating expenses 
to income was 80.2 per cent., the propor- 
tion in 1884 was but 69.51 per cent., with 
an average dividend of 6,1 per cent. The 
increase of capital stock is shown by the 
fact that in 1885 there were invested in 
street railways not much above $8,000,000, 
while in 1894 there were invested nearly 
?27,000,OW)> What is most gratifying, as it 
relates to the employment of labor, is the 
fact that from 1885 to 1894 inclusive, the 
number of employes increased from 4103 
to 7451, and the number of cars from 2114 
to 4058. The increase in the number of 
passengers carried during th=s period was 
from 100,746,786 to 220,464,099. The num- 
ber of horses used went down from 9785 
to 2014. 


Some of the recent inventions and uses 


of electricity as found in the patent office 
create ever fresh wonder. Among them 
are: Towel interwoven with electric 
wires; electric tooth brush; Dumb bells 
with batteries in them; metal coffee cups 
which discharges the coffee as it is sipped 
therefrom; a cane with storage batteries 
within; hat and umbrella rack with an 
electric alarm: electrical shoe shiner;' 
cradle rocked by the wonderful current; 
keyhole which is illuminated as the key 
•liters it; toothing by an electric needle; 
life boat propelled and steered from the 
shore by a couple of electric wires; elec- 
tric lamp for stomach investigation; an 
apparatus which gives alarm in the hotel 
office when a hayseed blows out the gas; 
alarm to frustrate the efforts of grave 
robbers; a device which shuts off the 
steam of a rear engine as it enters a block 
which is already occupied by another 
train. 


Mrs. Kate Chase Sprngue, who was at 


one time oh the topmosi round of wealth 
and fashion in the United States, has fal- 
len into such reduced circumstances, that 
she basrecently sold at Washington an 
her pe-sonal effect!, including her wed- 
ding presents aucl a.'l the souvenirs whicli 
"hit had collected in different portions of 
the world and whiot originally cost more 
lhan tW,000 for lew than $5000. 
She has 


been a celebrity in her day and it was 


supposed that as matters of curiosity and 
as souvenirs of such a personage, they 
would realize a much larger sum. But the 
world is cold and cheerless to a person 
who is going down, and, since her divorce 
from her husband, she has been on the 
the decline and her effects were not con- 
sidered worth more than those of an or- 
dinary person. In 1863, when she mar- 
ried Senator Sprague of Rhode Island, she 
was the envy of all the maidens in the 
land, as it was supposed she had captured 
the first parti in America. 


It should be remembered that the In- 


diEES uovv on the rampage in Idaho and 
Wyoming have some occasion for feeling 
annoyed. When sixteen of their number 
are killed for breaking game laws about 
which they have no knowledge and which 
their nature does not permit them to under- 
stand, their inclination to protect is quite 
natural. But Lo, the poor Indian, has 
long been destined to quit forever and to 
a man the great American hunting ground 
of his fathers, so the killing out West is 
only expediting the unchangeable decree 
of the fates. 


Conan Doyle complains that the profits

INTERESTING CHARACTERISTICS OF 


THESE CHARMERS. 


The Woman of the South 1* a. Qnren 'With 


a Host of Loyal Subjects—She Is Hon' 
orod and Loved liy the Men, tfee Chil- 
dren and the Negroes. 


The population of a southern village is 


about equally divided between those v.'ho 
B 
VO served a.ncl thoso who serve. One-half 
is white, and the other is Mnnk. But the 
Ber\ ucl of thu served aro the women. 


Their appearance in the pui'lor, in the 


shop:-, on the street, is the signal lor some 
sljn o£ deference from every man or boy, 
wlntoor black, acquamtanca or stranger. 
Men of the south live under the im- 
pression that they wore born into the 
world for the express purpose of caring for 
vromen, and the mission of women appears 
to bo that of furnishing men with the oc- 
cuptition of caring for them. As for the 
negroes, they mention "do inistis" only 
with superlatives of pjaise. 
Such an at- 


mospliero of admiration gives ready growth 
to conscious power, tiio secret of u south- 
ern woman's churm. 


Moreover, sho has leisure to be charm- 


ing.Her cares aro not those of the construc- 
tion of a pudding from nothing, of amus- 
ing tho children while sho lakes a few 
stitches in tho new dress sho is making 
from last year's old one. 


However siinpio tho house—and tho 


gc.it majority arc simple in all arrange- 
ments csoopt thoso of tho parlor—she is 
tho queen o£ it and hag obedient subjects 
in her colored servant*. 


Northern housewives who pride them- 


selves on the ftict that their bedchambers, 
their kitchens, oven their cellars, are as 
wall fitted out as their parlors rcceivo a 
shock when they discover tho simple mag- 
nificence of their southern sister's parlor 
and the bare dreariness of her bedrooms. 


The parlor and tho f<rcat hall which 


reaches from the front to the bauk gallery 
suggest the luxury of the olden tijaes. To 
go back into tho bedrooms, which open 
from the hall on cither side, is to be chill- 
ed by tho remembrance of tho losses of 
these people. The homo is magnificent in 
spots. Tho veranda is long and broad, ex- 
pressivo of the generous welcome to be had 
at tiio door, but the steps leading up are 
likely to bo rickety. The rooms are of 
largo proportions, the ceilings high and 
beautifully trcscoed, but the mantels may 
bo of wood, painted to repru&ODt marble. 
Tho most careful fccrutiny ne\er reveals a 
closet. 


Tho kitchen, ezcept in the' newer homes, 


is built away from tho'house. In tho 
country the old cook still tuniSjOut •svon- 
derlul connoftions from her fireplace and 
scorns so new failed a thing as a stove. 
In her domain tho uook is supreme. Her 
mistress requires only that hhc send in 
dishes properly washed and that her " boat- 
en biscuit," her corn bread or her waffles 
ha palatable. With a good cook, who, ex- 
cept in tiio larger cities, can be feooured for 
5-1 or 55 a month for u family of five, the 
southern woman givos little thought to 
the meals beyond tbo "givingout." This 
means t!-at at certain hours she goes with 
bjr bunch of keys to the pantry, fallowed 
jlosely by her Dinah, unlocks the door, 
says, '' Take so much flour, so much but- 
ter, so much of this or that." Her direc- 
tions obeyed, she locks up and goes back 
to her reading, her sewing or her callers 
vith a delightful ignorance of tl,9culint.ry 
episodes transpiring in her kitch m.

souuiern nousowlte lias negroos at Her 
back door every week asking, "Would yoi 
want somebody to cook for you all?" To 
tho question simply put, "Do you steal?' 
the negro does not flirt away insulted, but 
answers assuringly, "No, miss, I never 
tek uothin 'cop'in what you givo mo.' 
How carefully sh« watches those old dresses 
of her mistress! She may bo fat and short, 
her mistress tall and slender, but if tho 
gown which hhe admires most s!^7 
loobB thread or ti spot fiho asks: "Miss. 
Mary, don't you nil want to sell dat dross? 
Dat dress ain't fit for a flnu lady like you 
oil to wear. But it suro is a purty dross 
How muoh you ask fur flat dress, Miss 
Mary?" And the answer, "Oh, you can 
ha\ o it for 810," carries out tho little farce 
that is played over and over again, while 
both aro wholly conscious that it is so ant: 
that it is only a self ro&pcctiug vsay a 
ui-gro has of asking for and of receiving 
gifts. 


It is on Christmas uirrning that "meh 


tody" plays tho Lady Bo.mtiful. Then on 
Iinr back steps rJia finds congregated tecm- 
ingly every servant that was evor attached 
to her own family or to any of her kin- 
folk. They have brought simple offerings 
—perhaps some holly or mistletoe from 
the woods. Every one of them has a 
alicciy "Merry Christmas!" for her and a 
compliment. 


fcjho turns to her cook. "Let them have 


some break fast in your cabin.'' The serv- 
ants nearest horreceivoalwayssomebright 
piece of calico, an apron or a ribbon. The 
nurse noticeably nev(jr fails to get what 
her young charges haVe been careful to ask 
that Santa Glaus should bring their 
''mammy." The name of mammy clings 
co tho old negro nurse, and when the chil- 
dren have grown into men and women 
they are still her "babies." 


The mother frequently is called by the 


name which the children hear their father, 
the family friends and the servants use, 
''Miss Mary," "MissEmma.' or whatever 
the given name may be. 


To the constant association of children 


with negroes must be attributed the many 
superstitions whicli southerners even of 
this day "do not believe in," butsomchow 
are careful to observe. 


As they grow into boys and girls the 


children associate with their parents on 
terms of equality. They all seem children 
together. When the boy is old enough to 
hold a gun, he goes hunting with his fa- 
ther. They aro comrades. 


The mother interests herself in fitting 


her daughter for her entrance into society 
•—the natural element of southerners. Her 
education is in art and music. Only now 
and then one undertakes tho hard univer- 
sity courses of the northern schools. The 
majority are well read. They read notably 
noc the latest book, bxit the old standard 
books which come down to them from 
their grandfathers' libraries. Tho girl en- 
ters society at an early ago. She has no 
need of instruction in the art of attracting. 
It is inborn.—Chicago Record.

Mo Proof Thai Lives of Any White Persons 


Have Been Lost 


CHEYEXXE, \Vy., July 25. — The full 


orders telegraphed to General Coppinger 
trom Washington are for him to issue the 
necessary orders for iho movement o£ such 
a fores of troops as he shall deem requisite 
for carrying out the request of the depart- 
ment of the interior to pi-event eonilut be- 
tween the Indians and the white settlers, 
iind to rcmru tho Indians to their proper 
reservations. 


General Coppinger U instructed to pro- 


ceed to the sucne of the disturbance, and 
to personally direct the operations of the 
troops. He is also advised that if he should 
desire the use of troops from other depart- 
ments ou account of their closer proximity 
lie shall indicate to the war department 
the s] ecial force desired. 


The last mentioned instruction is given 


for ihc purpo.-e of permitting General 
Coppinpcr to o1 n oin troops from the de- 
partment of Ihe Colorado or the depart- 
•ni'nt of the Columbia, if considered neces- 
sary. 


governor Kichards has been advised by 


Guueral Coppingci- that four troops of cav- 
alry have been ordered from Fort Bobin- 
.son, Neb., to proceed to tho Jackson Hole 
country to protect the settlers. As it will 
require at least two or three days to reach 
Jackson Hole with these troops, a battle 
between whites and Indians may be fought 
before they can be of service. 


Before They Can Be of Service. 


Adjutant General Stitzer, of the stato 


militia, wired yesterday morning from 
Market Lake, Ida., as follows: "I met au 
Indian captain of police at Teton Basin 
yesterday, with 35 horses, hurrying out 
with all possible speed. I saw him agaiu 
at 11 o'clock last night. He says he can- 
not control Use Indians, who will flght at 
noon today. There are in the Juckson 
Hole settlement 6| men capable of bearing 
arms, 35 women and 40 children. All of 
these are gathered at the settlement of 
Marysvale, situated between Gros Ventre 
and Little Gros Ventre rivers. 


"It is possible re-enforcements from 


settlements east, on the headwaters of the 
Big Wind river, and from the Mormons to 
the south, have reached them in response 
to couriers sent out during the last week, 
asking for aid. It is estimated by the 
state authorities that no less than 200 In- 
dians are surrounding the settlement. If 
the whites have sufficient ammunition, it 
is confidently expected they can stand off 
the Indians until the troops come to their 
aid." 
No Settlers Killed. 


A special from Pocatello, Ida., says: In- 


dian Agent Teeter of the Fort Hall reserv- 
ation left this city last night for the 
agency. He denies all sensational reports 
published to the effect that settlers are 
being killed. Mr. Teeter says not a single 
white man, woman or child has been 
killed, but that the Indians have warned 
the settlers that unless they are allowed to 
kill game unmolested there will be serious 
.trouble. The whites are just as determined 
that no more elk shall be killed. Only six 
or eight Indians have been killed alto- 
gether, and Teeter says these will be 
avcnaed. Everything is quiet at Pocatollo, 
and the Indians arc lounging about as 
though nothing unusual was occurring. 
One old Indian remarked: "Me stay home 
and cut hay." 


A special from Evanston, Wy., says: 


A baud of 218 Utes passed 45 miles east of 
hero Monday on the way to Jackson 
Hole. A courier just arrived reports that 
they had stolen 300 horses, which they 
were driving with them. 


Cape Elizabethans Scared. 


PORTLAND, Me., July 25.—Cape Eliza- 


beth was greatly excited yesterday by the 
report that a wild cat, tiger or some other 
wild animal had been killing horses and 
cattle and chasing people about the farm- 
ing district of tho town all day. A large 
posse of citizens started off last night to 
bunt the beast down. Several people have 
had narrow escapes from the animal.

BURIED IN A CELLAR, 


Human Bones Unearthed In Holmes' 


Clucf.go Building. 


Accused Man Shows No Signs 


of Weakening. 


Toronto Authorities Ask For Extradition Papers 


In the Alice Pitzel Case. 


CHICAGO, July 25.—What seemed be- 


yond a doubt to lie portions of a human 
skeleton were found yesterday in the Base- 
ment of H. H. Holmes' building at Slxtv- 
thir'l street. 
The, bones were viewed by a 


number of detectives and workmen, all of 
whom pronounced them portions of a 
human backbone and ribs. 
Chief of Po- 


lice Badenoch' said that the find ap- 
parently left little doubt that murder had 
been committed in the gloomy castle, and 
the coroner was notified to take charge of 
the ghastly discovery. 


The supposed bones were found by one 


of the gang of laborers who for several 
days has been dissiuR in the dark base- 
ment of Holmes' house, where various bits 
ot evidence hail boon fortnd that encour- 
aged the police in their search tor the re- 
mains o£ the missing Minnie Williams 
and her sister. The iiu>l was made at a 
depth of two feet, near a wall in the base- 
ment. 


The bones were pncked in damp earth, 


with which had been mixed quicklime. 
Several bones were found, and with them 
what resembled A I'i, of jaw with two 
teeth attached. A p jrtion of a jacket with 
a large puff sleeve Jay with the bones, an.l 
on the cloth was a bunch of hair. 


Dr. Charles North, to whom the bones 


were submitted for examination, piio- 
uouncpcl them portions of a human skele- 
ton. The llnd was mysterious, as neither 
the skull nor any of the leg bone were 
found with the ribs aucl bits of vertebras. 
A small vial, containing a peculiar look- 
ing fluid, was found with the skeleton, but 
its nature could not bo determined with 
tests, and it was accordingly sent to a 
chemist for examination. 


As the result of the finding of the 


skeleton, believed to bo that of little Ger- 
trude Connor, Chief Badenoch decided to 
hold Joseph D. Owens and Patrick Quin- 
lan, the two janitors of the building, for 
further investigation. 
The chief of po- 


lice came to the conclusion to hold the 
men after an examination which lasted 
nearly five hours. 
From their answers to 


questions, Chief Badenoch believes both 
men have guilty knowledge of the orim- 
ini'l operations of the man Holmes, and 
the finding of the bones now leaves no 
doubt that, in addition to his known 
swindling operations, 
Holmes is also 


guilty of murder in Chicago. 


MAKES LIGHT OF IT. 


Holmes Shows No Worriment Over Late News 


From Chicago. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 25.—H. H. Holmes 


was visited in his cell yesterday by his 
counsel, William A. Shoemaker. 
For 


two hours or more, Holmes spoke freely of 
the bones and other fragments of human 
anatomy found in his ''castle" in Chicago. 
After the interview, Mr. Shoemaker told 
the substance of his client's statements as 
follows: 


"Holmes declared that the tuft of hu- 


man hair f ouuft'iit the chimnsy could not 
have belonged to Minnie Williams, for the 
reason time tiie chimney was a new one. 
put in after the girl's disappearance. As 
to the bones, he said, they were not those 
of Gertrude Connor, Minnie Williams or 
any of the other persons whom he was 
charged with haviiYg murdered." 


Mr. Shoemaker Quoted Holmes as fol- 


lows: 
"The police simply do not know 


what they're talking about when they say I 
murdered so many persons and buried their 
bones indiscriminately in every crook and 
corner I could find'throughout the coun- 
try. Quite a while agV I made a state- 
ment to the Philadelphia authorities thai 
they were liable to find human bones in 
many different places all over the con- 
tinent. I then frankly admitted that 1 
had been engaged in an insurance swindle, 
which did not pan out. One of these was 
for a $40,000 policy, and 
had 
to be 


abandoned while in an embryonic state, 
because of suspicions. 


"The idea was to have the bodies of a 


woman and boy found in their home, and 
afterward the corpse of a man with a 
bullet In liis head, to make it appear a case 
of murder and suicide. I got bodies from 
a graveyard to represent the wife and son, 
but the alleged husband's body had not. 
yet been procured when the insurance 
agents learned of the scheme, and the 
bodies had to be disposed of the best way 
I could, and I had them embalmed and 
put in trunks, which were sent to a cold 
storage warehouse. Before my prepara- 
tions could be completed, however, tho 
manager of the storage house notified me 
to take the trunks away or he would sell 
the contents. I did so, and tho bodies 
were buried ill separate places. Where 
they are tho police must find out." 


Holmes ridiculed thft theory that the 


subterranean tank found in the Chicago 
establishment had been used for the secre- 
tion of his victims' corpses, and said it hod 
served as nothing more harmful than a 
vat for illuminating oil used on the prem- 
ises. The dumb waiter was accounted for 
by the fact that during the World's fair 
there had been a restaurant on one of tho 
upper floors of the building. 


In the transfer of properties between 


him and Minnie Williams, Holmes, added, 
in which he had secured the Fort Worth 
property, a note in the shape of a mort- 
gage was gfvcu by Minnie Williams, and 
endorsed "Horace A. Williams," who was 
supposed to bo her brother. She never 
had a brother, however, and tho cndorssr 
was Holmes himself. 


The Alice PiUel Murder. 


TORONTO, June 25.—The adjourned in- 


quest on the liody of Alice Pitzel was con- 
cluded last night. 
After 10 minutes, ab- 


sence the jurors brought in a verdict 
against Holmes 
of murdering 
Alice 


Pitzel, in the city of Toronto, on or about 
Oct. 25, 1894. After the return of the ver- 
dict, the coroner made out a warrant for 
the arrest of Holmes. 
The warrant was 


placed in the hands of the attorney general 
this morning, and the necessary papers 
will be made out demanding Holmes' ex- 
tradition. 


Geyer's Theory. 


INDIAXAPOLI&, July 25.—Detective Geyer 


says he is satisfied that Howard Pitzel was 
never taken away from here, and that 
Holmes followed his plan as in other cities 
—rented a house here in which he mur- 
dered the boy and buried him, probably 
"nder-it. It is upon this theory that he 
will work here.
